Female candidates 
abound in Texas, U.S.

Inside a classroom at a com- 
munity college in downtown Dal- 
las, a group of two dozen women 
took turns sharing their names, 
hometowns and what they hoped 
would be their future titles: Con- 
gresswoman. Dallas County judge. 
State representative. 

It was part of a training work- 
shop held by EMILY’s List, an 
organization dedicated to elect- 
ing women at all levels of govern- 
ment who support abortion rights. 
During the presentation, one of 
the PowerPoint slides flashed a 
mock advertisement on the pro- 
jector screen: “Help Wanted: Pro-

STATESMAN SEASON FOR CARING 


Season for Caring raises record $857,393

For the second time in 10 years, 
Statesman Season for Caring has 
broken a record. 

Since November, the annual giv- 
ing campaign has raised $648,576 
in monetary donations and another 
$208,817 in in-kind donations, 
for a total of $857,393. It passes 
the 2016 Season for Caring total 
of $840,760, which was the first 
time the campaign raised more 
than the previous record in 2007. 
And checks received at the end of 
December are still being counted. 

Some Season for Caring dona- 
tions came in big ways with a 
matching $100,000 grant from the 
Sheth family, a $25,000 donation 


from Whataburger and a $34,011 
donation from P. Terry’s Giving 
Back Day on Dec. 9. All of the 
featured families that needed it 
received new beds from Factory 
Mattress, vet care from Firehouse 
Animal Health Center and den- 
tal care from Capital Area Den- 
tal Foundation. 

“The generosity of individuals, 
businesses and family foundations 
helps not only our 12 families fea- 
tured this year and the agencies 
that represent them, but hun- 
dreds more in Central Texas,” 
Statesman Publisher Susie Gray 
Biehle said. “The impact this will 
have in our community should 
make us all proud.”

Union backs 
detective in 
Kelley case 


Chris Dailey’s handling 
of the sexual abuse case 
has been criticized.

The largest police union in 
Texas is weighing in on the sex- 
ual assault conviction of a former 
high school football star, urging 
the state’s highest criminal court 
to deny his appeal and support- 
ing a police investigator whose 
work has been sharply criticized 
in the case. 

The Combined Law Enforce- 
ment Associations of Texas, 
or CLEAT, is the first entity to 
defend Cedar Park police Detec- 
tive Chris Dailey’s handling of the 
case against Greg Kelley, who has 
been released from jail on bond 
while his case is considered by the 
Texas Court of Criminal Appeals. 

The police group’s action move 
comes as others — including Wil- 
liamson County District Attor- 
ney Shawn Dick, Kelley’s attor-

ney and a Texas Ranger assigned 
this spring to investigate the case 
— have in recent months con- 
demned the work of Dailey and 
the Cedar Park Police Depart- 
ment in the case. Last month a 
Williamson County state district 
judge cited a “deficient” police 
investigation as one of several 
reasons the appeals court should 
overturn Kelley’s conviction and 
declare him innocent. 

In a 28-page document, attor- 
neys for CLEAT wrote that Dailey 
acted in good faith while inves- 
tigating Kelley in 2013, that he 
trusted and believed a 4-year- 
old boy who named Kelley as his 
abuser, and that he did not have 
a legal obligation to “exclude all

ROUND ROCK — The search con- 
tinued Tuesday for a man who 
police believe kidnapped two 
girls from their Round Rock home 
where their mother’s body was 
found Sunday. 

Authorities are looking for Terry 
Allen Miles, 44, who police said 
abducted 14-year-old Lilianais 
Victoria Cake Griffith and 7-year- 
old Luluvioletta Bandera-Marga- 
ret. Their mother, 44-year-old 
Tonya Bates, was found dead at 
her home in the 2100 block of 
Leslie Court, police said. 

Miles — Bates’ roommate — isa 
person of interest in her death, 
which is being investigated as sus- 
picious, police said. He is possi- 
bly driving a gray 2017 Hyundai
